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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 -4 are rejected under 3 5 U. S. C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Young et al 
(U.S. Patent 6,342,762 Bl) in view of Greigger (U.S. Patent 4,435,219) and Sakai chemical Ind. 
KK (JP 09- 1 24976, Herein referred as Sakai). 

Young et al disclose an amber vehicle lamp comprising airtight container lead-wires 
disposed in the transparent airtight container, a filament hung up on the lead wires, wherein 
coating film is formed on the surface of the transparent airtight container by using coloring 
coating agent. The coloring coating agent comprising red-iron oxide, organic yellow pigment 
and clear silicone-polyester resin (Fig. and claims). Young et al fail to disclose claimed particle 
size of red- iron oxide and of organic yellow pigment and also fail to disclose clamed sol. 

Greigger disclose a coating composition for substrate such as metal, glass etc (col. 8, 
lines 18-19). Greigger's coating composition comprises claimed sol and comprises pigments. 
Greigger's pigments include red iron oxide (col. 6 line 17) and organic pigments (col. 8. hne 29). 
Greigger also suggest mixture of pigments (col. 8, line 31), Greigger discloses that the coating 
composition provide cured coating film highly adherent and crack resistant at high temperature 
(col. 8 line 14-17). Greigger also does not disclose claimed particle size of pigments. 
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Sakai discloses transparent color coating containing iron oxide having particle size 0.005- 
0.07 microns. Sakai also does not disclose claimed particle size of red rouge pigment (i. e. red 
iron oxide pigment). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of this invention made would have found it obvious to use disclosure of Greigger and Sakai in 
the invention of Young et al to make coating having high adhesion and crack resistance at high 
temperature. Also it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of this invention made to vary proportions of red and yellow pigment to vary shades of color and 
vary particle size of pigments to vary transparency of the coating. 
No claims are allowed.
